150 DROWNED 


IN 


Passenger Steamer and Schooner Run 


Afoul Off Pacific Coast, Former 


Sinking in Five Minutes. 


Those on Board Doomed Craft Had Little Chance to Es- 


cape—Said No Women Were Rescued—Captain 


Went Down With Ship—Survivors 


Reach San Francisco.

SAN FRANCISCO, C'al., July 22.— In 


a collision between the passenger steam- | 
or Columbia and the steam schooner 
San Tcdro oil' the Mendocino coast, ono 
hundred passengers lost their lives Sat- 


urday night. The Columbia was sunk 
-.^nd lies completely submerged in the 


docp waters of Shelter Cove. 


Captain Doran, master of the Colum- 


bia, stayed with his vessel and is among 


those lost. 


The collision occurred 
at 
midnight 


when all on board save the lookout and 
officer on the bridge were asleep in their 
berths. The 
Columbia, was steaming 


north at an easy nit.-, having left here 
at noon Saturday. Suddenly out of the 
fog loomed Lite dark Tiulk of tho steam 
schooner San Pedro, south bound, which 
was evidently out of her course. Whistles 
were blown .-.nd frantic efforts made by 
helms of each vessel to avert the collis- 
ion, but they were of no avail. 


Sank in Five Minutes. 


The Son Pedro struck the steamer in 


the port bow, tearing an immense hole in 
her side, through which the water rush- 
ed in groat volume. Alarms were souml- 
c-d throughout hie passenger ship 
the terrified pasiviiger=, scrambled 
their staterooms in an effort to escape 
from the doomed vessel. But the time 
was too shun to aid the life savers. The 
vessel sank within live minutes of the 
time of Ul'.- collision. A raft was launch- 
ed throughout tho passenger ship and 
Ixmrd, but only a few of the entire num- 
ber aboard were saved. 


The steamer Roanoke, carrying a num- 


ber of the dead and some of the rescued 
passengers, reached here at 0:13 this 
morning, bringing the lirst news of the 
disaster. The dead were convoyed to 
the morgue, 


Carried 300 'Passengers. 


Shelter Cove, where the collision oc- 


curred, is 170 miles up the coast. 
A life 


raft bearing a number of the survivors i< 
being towed to this port by the. Daisy 
Mitchell. The San Pedro is being towed 
to Eureka by the steamer George W. 
Elder. 


It is reported that eighty of the pas- 


sengers and crew of the Columbia were 
Siiv^il and that loO were drowned. 


The steamer Roanoke spoke the steam- 


er George W. KUler and the latter had 
on l»arJ 88 passengers and the crew of 
the Columbia which were taken oil the 
steamer San Pedro.

Pedro had her stt-rn gone and was dam- 
aged considerably forward.

Many Preservers; No Bodies. 


"The Nan Pedro's stem was smashed

The San 
Pedro was settling at that time and had 
a heavy H.-t. ' She had lost considerable' 
of her dock load of lumber. The sea was 
smooth.

Is Great Opposition. 


There is great opposition to a man be- 


ing selected from another city, the pop- 
ulace believing that the choice should 
either be from the ranks ot the depart- 
ment, or some citizen who has had ex 
perience in palice work, at any rate one 
who is familiar with the ins and outs of 
the municipality.

Call it Slap in the Face. 


Again it is said that the naming of a

Mercury, to whose attraction the pecu- 
liar motion of the latter was due.

find Leverricr's supposed 
planet,

other explanations of Mercury's irreg- 
ularieties have been sought. Not many 
ysnru ago Prof. Simon Xewcomb 
of 


Washington suggested the possible e.vis

sun may not be the cause of Mercury's 
irregular movements.

Says Conductor is to Blame. 


The passenger train. General Superin- 


tendent Trump,-of the Pere Murquette 
system, says, hud been given the right of 
way mid the freight had been ordered to 
httt'y at Plymouth until it passed. The 
responsibility for the wreck, Mr. Trump 
suid. was upon the conductor of tin- 
freight train, who did not obey his or- 
ders. Although there were scores of wo- 
men and children on the wrecked train, 
comparatively few of them were fatally 
injured. 


The shock of the collision was so tre- 


mendous that a number of passengers in 
the live cars which wore not wrecked, 
were thrown through the open windows 
beside which they were sitting. Mcs- 
migers were sent for help to all the sur- 
rounding villages, and farmers hurried to 
assist 
iifc the rescue work. ' A special 


train with wreckers, physicians, nurses 
and equipped with siirgic.il supplies was 
sent out from Detroit and arrived about 
two hours after the collision. 


started by the wrecked engines impelled 
them to Vt-ator speed, but fortunately 
this fear was not realised. The dead 
and wounded were carried to tin; grass 
beside the tracks, while such emergency 
help as was possible was given to the 
more s-criously injurett. Farmers brought 
bedding and bandages, food and liquor 
from their homes nearby and greatly 
assisted in the work.

Tnttics who ure growing plants 
for sale, other tlmu greenhouse plants, 
sliouki make application ut once for in- 
spection to J. G.'Moore, Inspector, Ex- 
periment Station, Madison, Wis. If the 
inspecting is done during the regular in- 
spection season the cost will be much 
less than where done out of seaaou. All 
nurecryineu should give this matter their 
immediate attention..

FARMER, GETS DIVORCE 


Alleges Ten Years of Marital Infelicity 


During Which Time Her Husband, She 


Says, Tiied to Kill Her—Voluntarily 


Went to the Insane Asylum.

tot in the naval hospital at Chelsea act- 
ing gunner's captain Charles II. llan>i-l 
today whs able to toll tho story of the 
accid'ent on the U. S. battleship Georgia 
which cost eight lives and caused injur- 
ies to thirteen other men in Capo Cod 
Bay yesterday. Mr. Hansel said: 


"None of us knew much about it until 


it was all over, it was so quick. When 
I saw the first flash, instinct told me 
what was up and t kept presence of mind 
enough to dodge back from tho sheet of 
flamee that began to envelop the turret. 
I got down to the floor, crawled under 
the gun and out to tho port hole a-s far 
ut I could get. 
Here I could get some air 


nnd I was so low down that the fumes 
did not hurt me seriously. Kimhall was 
with me and he did not got a burn. My 
hand -was burned where 1 held an iron 
rod, and I got burned around tho head, 
but I guess not very bad. 


Flames Were Too Speedy 


"The instant tho flash 
came, 
Lieut. 


Goodrich, who wa» in charge of the work 
in our1 turret, rushed to the hatchway on 
top of the. tin-rot, thinking tic get out 
before the turret filled with smoke and 
gas, but tho powder was too quick for 
him «nd he was horribly burned liefore 
he could get to th« air in safety. Sen- 
man Maleck Was sitting uii top of the 
turret, where he was stationed to take 
mos-iagfs with his logs hanging down t>.' 
hatchway. Influenced probably by Lieut. 
Goodrich, who, maddened by his sufTorinjr. 
plunged into the sea. ho threw himself 
overboard too. 


"The first flash was followe.il quickly 


by a second from th? other bag of pow- 
der, each containing about 100 pounds of 
smokeless' powder. 
That wus a moment 


of terror to all who were still conscious, 
but they were few. Men were lying in 
heaps, moaning, dying, unconscious, Uik- 
iug aad suffocating. 


Burned in Terrible Manner 


' "The next minute seems eternity. Hut 
help from outside came quickly mrl the 
men were lifted out and taken nwny to 
be cared, for. But living men could not 
enter the turret until the heat hail been 
overcome by pouring in water which al- 
so settled the smoke and drove out thv 
gasfs to some extent. 
Those poor fel- 


lows were terribly burned, some M> us 
to be unrecognizable. Kyes were burned 
out; faces, bodies nnd arms 
and 
leir-i 


blackened and there were no 
featnrui 


left on some of the charred faces. 


All Nine Shots Hit Target 


"Midshipman Cruzo was pointing the 


pun wlwn the flash came nnd I was by 
his -»ide. • He' did -not move away from 
the sheet of flame as quickly as T did, 
and was fearfully burned. We are mak- 
ing a. record all right. Lieut. Coodrich 
took great pride in the work unrl Inul a-11 
the men worked up to enthusiasm. We 
had fired nine shota- and made nine hits 
and still had time enough to lire twice 
rr.ore and that moant two more hits the
